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AS TO DECLARATIONS. 

The following notice, signed “J. Howard, 
Secretary,” is posted in the Washington Park 
paddock: ‘‘Beginning with the races Monday, 
July 11, the declaration fee in fields of four or 
less horses will be 25 per cent of the first money 
of the purse.” The idea of this is to make it 
costly to scratch away from a good horse, as in 
the case of the four-horse race on Friday 
wherein Macy was engaged. 

William McGuigan declared that the charging 
of 25 per cent was not constitutional. The ordi- 
nary scratching fee is 5 per .cent of the purse, 
and this is so stated in the Washington Park 
book. 

“But cannot each track make its own rules?” 
'was asked. 

“No,” emphatically replied McQuigan. “Such 
was formerly the case, but now the Turf Con- 
gress decides that the racing rules supercede 
even race conditions.” 

[In this Mr. McGuigan is probably in error. 
The rule says declarations “must be accom- 
panied by five (5) percent of the first money.’' 
This prevents a lower per cent being charged, 
-but it does not prohibit a greater per cent.] 

IMP DEFEATS MACY. 

Saratoga weather and a racing card said by 
Ed Austin to be the best and most spectacular 
offered this year in the west, attracted a crowd 
of 10,000 people to Washington Park. The 
Macy-Imp contest was responsible for much of 
the interest, and while in town 7 to 10 Macy 
and even money Imp were the prices obtainable, 
“9 to 10 take your pick” was offered in large 
amounts on the trains going to the course. 
Some persons were of the opinion that a race at 
1 1-16 miles, 10 pounds below the scale, would 
have produced a better race. The question of 
Imp’s ability to stay at 1 1-8 miles being decided 
in the negative by the betting odds, Macy going 
to the post at 13 20 while 13-10 was Imp’s aver- 
age price. 

Macy, on the inside, was hand ridden away 
from the post, Tommy Burns trying to keep the 
track. Caywood, on Imp, took the rail on the 
club house turn, and at the quarter was day- 
light to the good, the three-eighths being covered 
in 364£ seconds. The black filly seemed to be 
going the easier of the two and reached the half 
in 48 seconds. Still on she sailed passing the 
five-eighths in 1 :014, the three-quarters in 1 :14, 
the seven-eighths in 1:27. Here the run for 
home began, and Burns went at the favorite 
with the whip. Thus urged, Macy closed some- 
what at the mile (1:394) and the cry arose, 
“she will stop” as Caywood began to hunch 
the mare along. But, hand ridden, she lived 
out the odd eighth, winning with considerable 
to spare. 

As some $500 bets were registered, it is pre- 
sumed the Schorr party lost heavily. The pub- 
lic, almost to a man. bet on Imp, and Frank 
Latterman won largely by her victory. 

The first race was one of those surprises oc- 
casioned when the best horses in the race hook 
up, run their heads off and quit to a walk. To 
the best start of the meeting the five horses 
were always closely together, but Hurly Burly 
and Dave Waldo got two lengths in front after 
running three-eighths, first one and then the 
other alternating in the lead. Entering the 
straight Hewitt got through on the rail and at 
the betting ring Traverser looked all over a 
winner, although the four others abreast were 
only one length behind. Bangle ran the gamest 
finish and won, while Traverser quit close 
home and The Manxman secured the place. 

Goodrich was a windfall for the bookmakers 
through his win of the Midway Selling Stakes 
and David Tenny’s second also proved to them 
a bonanza, as Fonsavannah and Boanerges were 



both carrying the public money straight and 
place. All the horses drove away from the post 
to an excellent start, Martha II leading intq the 
backstretch, with Fonsavannah second, Boan- 
erges third and Goodrich last. Soon Martha II 
was done and Boanerges got through on the rail 
and led the pack. Fonsavannah had been out- 
side of Martha II., but now shot by her and 
tagged Boanerges for a furlong, then dropped 
back beaten and David Tenny made play. At 
1 he last three-sixteenths post Boanerges, hand 
ridden, was just clear of David Tenny and 
Goodrich joined issues at the bleaching boards, 
where lapped, the three placed horses were 
under whip and spur. Thorpe had saved ground 
on the turn and in the crucial test this “short 
way around the track” stood Goodrich in good 
stead, as in the greatest finish of the meeting, 
he ran first, David Tenny getting second place. 

Indra as usual delayed the start. Up to this 
race everything had worked smoothly, the 
starter being complimented for his work. 
Dwyer at last got the horses away, with Indra 
in as good position as such horse deserves. 
Cash Day and Yuba Dam set the pace, running 
paired at the half mile ground, Lew Hopper 
third, Indra fifth, some lengths behind the 
leaders, Inconstancy, a sixteenth out of the 
race. At the middle of the homestretch there 
was a general closing up and Lew Hopper and 
Indra in front at the last sixteenth raced side 
and side for a time, then Brenock’s horse drew 
away and won easily, while J H C gave Indra a 
losing argument for the place. • 

Santello opened up at 6 to 5, advanced to 2 to 
1 and then ran third in the race after getting 
off well. Survivor was off in front but Spirit- 
uelle, whose price had shrunk from 8 to 5 to 6 
to 5 because of Mr. T. C. McDowell’s statement, 
“My filly is good,” soon shot away from the 
bunch as if to make a runaway race. Jolly 
Roger, well rated by Thorpe, got to her at the 
betting ring, and Donahue’s colt had no trouble 
in winning. A strong play was made on him at 
the post. Some said Santello was cut off, but 
others cried: “When the Californians do a 
thing, they do it well.” 

Found, on sufferance, led from Dunois until 
“Skeets” Martin got ready to go on, when the 
favorite took command and galloped home. 
Pearl Walker came fast through the home- 
stretch and ran third. This race was spoiled 
by the withdrawal of the record breaker, 
Floronso. 

R. Respass has reached Washington Park 
from Latonia with six head of horses of his 
own and one horse belonging to Clay & Wood- 
ford. W. S. Hopkins brought up Azucena, the 
property of Geo. J. Long of the Bashford Manor 
Farm, and Doyle and McGuire came in with 
Eddie Burke. Mr. Doyle formerly owned the 
fast mare Sister Mary. 

It was “cut in” day and twenty-one bookmak- 
ers occupied the stools. The draw-in was for 
two days and Tuesday next W. E. Applegate 
and. other Latonia pencilers are expected to 
take a chance at a game where up to date few 
concerns are winner, and “Kid” Weller is said 
to have amassed more coin than all the rest put 
together. 

Caywood, on Boanerges, was squeezed in be- 
tween Goodrich and David Tenny at the finish 
and had his ankle skinned. Both Poole and 
Coulter thought that the crowding could not 
have been the cause of Boanerges’ defeat, 
saying: “He was beaten before the accident 
happened.” 

Riley Grannan and Charley Quinn bet on 
Jolly Roger at 10 to 1 and won a large amount 
of money. 

There are two Australian bookmakers — Archi- 
bald and Jackman— and both lay liberal odds.

IMP DEFEATS MACY. 

(Continued from 1st Page.) 

George Rose said that there was more money 
in sight than on any day of the meeting. He 
won $3,000, although he bet $1,000 on Macy. 
Another bookmaker said: “This is what the 

public is looking for. Good fields make racing.” 

Dunois lowered the track record for fifteen- 
sixteenths of a mile from 1 :34± to 1 :33L 

The entry of Dave Waldo in purse races at 
Washington Park will hereafter be refused, but 
he will be allowed to start in the two stakes 
for which he is engaged. 

Cay wood, -Gray and McNickle have been sus- 
pended for two days by starter Dwyer for dis- 
obedience at the post. 

Young Mr. Schorr was authority for the state- 
ment that T. Burns has been suspended for one 
week on account of disobedience to the starter 
while riding W. Overton, Thursday last. It 
seems Mr. Dwyer simply threatened punish- 
ment. 

Charley Brossman, trainer of Imp, said: 
“Like the fellow who didn’t play poker, there 
were thirteen reasons why I had no money to 
speak of on the filly. I told Caywood to ride 
her on Old Man Harper’s system (‘eend to eend’), 
and knowing that she didn’t like the distance 
any too well, thought she could win by tiptoe- 
ing Macy all the way.” 

There was a report at the track yesterday 
that Jockey Tod Sloan is seriously ill of ton- 
silitis at New York City. He contracted the 
ailment July 4, when in the rain he rode Ham- 
burg and Jean Beraud. 

Sam Hildreth has bought for W. A. Pinkerton 
of L. A. Legg the horses Candleblack and 
Floronso for $5,000. 

Goodrich’s win was worth $1,980 to “Hops” 
Laudeman, who also held his horse out in his 
book and laid strongly against the favorite, 

Captain Tom Hines, thought by many to be 
the wealthiest sporting man in Chicago, en- 
joyed the cool air. 

Charles Green, formerly president of the St. 
Louis Jockey Club and one of the judges at 
Washington Park when was rendered the 
famous Baggage-Redlight decision, was a 
visitor. 

After the Lew Hopper win Col. M. Lewis 
Clark showed a bundle of banknotes in the pad- 
dock, which, according to a facetious horse- 
man, “Tennessee couldn’t have jumped over.” 

Imp’s time 1 :51i, tied the track record made 
by Fervor in this year’s Oakwood Handicap, 
but, weight considered, the Harness mare has 
the better performance. 

It is said that “Kid” Weller owns Boanerges, 
who ran in the name and colors of G. W. Poole. 

Dave Waldo said in reference to the perform- 
ance of his namesake, “I was told that the 
judges had the trainer, Ira Glasscock, up in the 
stand both before and after the race. ‘Skeets’ 
Martin, asked by the officials for an explana- 
ation, said the horse “spraddled.” I knew the 
colt was far from good after he warmed up, al- 
though the boy that rode him his preliminary 
said he was all right. Why I he only worked in 
14 seconds and a cab horse can almost do as 
well on that fast track. I know the colt cannot 
be beaten away from the post by anybody’s 
horse when he is good, and here it took him 
sometime to land there. With 10 pounds less 
weight than on the day when he covered three- 
quarters in 1 :12I, he today did not run better 
than 1 :16. The owner is out of town but my 
idea is that the heavy weight and delay of 22 
minutes at the post on July 1 killed the colt. 
The hard track may have sored him up, and 
again he mhy have been improperly cooled 
out.”
